Rough cut the boards to the desired dimensions for each part 
Shape the various parts to finished size and sand thoroughly with 
a sander 

Carefully assemble the various parts together with the necessary 
screws, glue joints and glue blocks. Drill holes for the solid brass 
hardware hinges, etc 

Sand all the completed chest by hand 

Inspect the chest carefully for any defects before finishing 

Apply the first coat of stain to the exterior 

Apply sealer coat to entire chest and sand 

Apply coat of lacquer to drawer interiors and inside of chest 
Allow to dry 

Sand drawer interiors and inside of chest 

Apply filler to chest and rub vigorously into the grain of the wood 
Allow to dry 12 hours 

Apply blending stain to chest, brushing out so as to highlight the 
grain of the wood 

Apply lacquer sealer to chest 

Apply first coat of heavy solid lacquer 

Apply second coat of lacquer 

Rub with pumice stone and steel wool 

Apply all drawer pulls, catches, glides, and casters 

Wax the exterior and interior of chest by hand

HOW TO DRY HERBS: Not only are herbs easy to grow, but 


irying them is a simple process. Almost all are ready to be harvest- 





ed just before they blossom. Gather on the second successive sun- 


y day at noon and be sure there is no dew on them, Cut the top 
alf of the plant off, tie in bundles, and be sure to label, since dried 
herbs all look alike. Hang upside down, not crowding, in a warm, 
airy attic or closet. Herbs may also be dried by spreading them out 
nan old window sereen with air circulation beneath and in a 
vam, shady outdoor place, possibly a porch. Arrange on the screen 
vith no overlapping. Whichever method you use, when they are 
thoroughly dry, discard the coarse stems, crush up the leaves, and 
“ore in airtight jars, all neatly labeled. 

Herbs fall into three general groups of usage: for cooking, for 
tas, and for fragrance. Some, of course, are good for all three.

Borage, which tastes some 
what like cucumbers, not only eliminates melancholy, but lends a 
fine flavor to salads. Drop a few of the sky-blue flower petals in

borage flowers, one pound of granulated sugar and a cup of water. 
Boil the sugar and water. When the sirup reaches 240°, drop in 
the flowers, about a dozen at once. Cook at 240° for two minutes. 
Lift out the flowers with a perforated spoon, spread on aluminum 
foil. Dry in slightly warm oven and cool. (Leftover sirup is delec- 
table in fresh fruit drinks or in baked custard.) 

Aniseed, while keeping you young forever, brings old-time 
magic to cake and cookies. Basil turns tomato soup to ambrosia 
Coriander seeds coated with brown sugar delight all children 
Chervil brings special piquaney to soups and in potato salad, makes 
any summertime party a big success. 

Sage is also a fine seasoning for just about everything from soup 
to roasts—try a few leaves in split-pea soup. How does the sage 
look in your garden, by the way? Legend tells us that sage, by its 
habit of growth, reveals the family fortunes. Does yours grow 
thriftily, neatly, healthily? Or is it rambling, lazy and sickly? 

Chives and tarragon both enhance cream cheese, and tarragon 
does fantastic things in the salad bowl. Cut up the feathery fennel 
foliage in salads, and eat the thick stalks like celery. One of my 
favorite herbs of all time is parsley, a natural companion to eggs 
Mint is also fine in omelets— just a touch—as well as in iced tea and 
jellies. Incidentally, don’t be limited by these suggestions; experi- 
ment for yourself. Toss a few of the other herbs into the salad 
bowl and soup kettle, on the roast and in the vegetables. 

HERBS FOR DRINKING: Herb teas are a whole new field for

When windows which had been 
removed from cathedrals in Europe for safekeeping 
during the war were reinstalled, many young artists 
recruited to repair them f vind the excitement of the 
ancient craft. Stained gl iss also gota whole new lease 
on life with the development of contemporary art. Just 
us the great contemporary artists began to design for 
ceramics, mosaics, embroidery and the whole range of 
crafts, they also brought stained glass under new and 
exciting scrutiny. Such famou painters as Matisse and 
Leger were intrigued by the ancient craft and made 
striking abstract designs for churches. Artists began 
interpreting the material for use in institutional and 
commercial buildings and for the home. Last spring, for 
example, the large st single eXpalise of stained glass in 
the world, 317 feet long, was installed in an airport 
building in New York.

Young couples all over the country find 


a sound investment in dollars and fun 


Some of the most interesting houses in the country are springing up at the sea- 
side, in the mountains and in the woodlands. “Part-time” houses, they are a fat 
ery from the summer places some of our well-heeled citizenry used to build in 
remote locales and trek to the first day school was out. These new houses are 
being bought or built by the butcher and the lawyer, the artist, the salesman and 
all kinds of young people in every state of the union, Many of them live in city 
apartments or houses chosen for their convenience to their jobs; their part-time 
homes, consequently, not only provide much-needed vacation spots for any time 
of the year, but tangible forms of self-expression which have resulted in some 
very interesting—and often highly original—architecture 
But who in the world, you may ask, can afford a part-time home? The answer, 
very likely, is that you can: just total up the cost of a few vacations, summer 
camps for the kids and various other costly items that are supposed to be fun 
but can’t hold a candle to your own home away from home. We know many 
young people who rent their “second” homes for the most desirable months of 
the season and reap very handsome fees for their sacrifice. Then, for the rest of 
the year, the house is theirs—plus a sizable reduction in the mortgage. And aside 
from the fact that it can be a thoroughly sound investment, the part-time home 
makes sense for two other very good reasons: first, it is easily accessible—-often 
no farther away than an hour or so in the family car, and second, new heating 
equipment and appliances insure climatic comfort and easy housekeeping both 
winter and summer. As one apartment-dwelling young couple expressed them- 


selves: “It may be a part-time house, but it certainly fills a full-time need for us.”

he moment we consider a family tree, our own if we have e, an 


element of selective snobbery creeps in. We see only those forebears who accom 
plished something and are blind to those who didn’t. We forget that in order to 
have a family tree at all, each individual on it accomplished the basic, important 
fact of descent; each one produced an heir and thereby made his or her contri 


bution even if he didn’t become president or win the Nobel prize 


And so, with the family tree on our left, each sauce is significant because it 
produced and inspired the next, and anyone starting at the bottom can climb right 


up the tree to create a sort of sauce heaven, or at least some heavenly sauces. 


Although we learned long ago that “large streams from little fountains flow, tall 
oaks from littl acorns grow,” we must reverse this way of thinking and consider 
rather the many little acorns that grow on the tall oak and the many little sauces 
that have grown out of those two basic egg sauces, the hollandaise and the mayon 
naise. In spite of sounding like Mother Goose with a bar sinister, we must in the 


end call them by their only rightful name—The Mother Egg Sauces. 


Hollandaise was at one time the French name for a fish from the Netherlands 
served with melted butter. Just when the egg yolks were slipped in is not clear, 
but we suspec t they were added by a Frenchman. The name continued for the sauce 
after the fish was forgotten, and hollandaise, as well as many of its descendants, 
is still a favorite sauce to serve with fish. The name hollandaise actually means a 

Hollander” and is not to be confused with Hollands, which is a distilled spirit 


flavored with juniper berries and as potent as such things come 


Mayonnaise was created right in France by, of all people, Cardinal Richelieu. 
It was just a little something he whipped up one day, which makes it a very 
venerable sauce. Cardinal Richelieu died three hundred and nineteen years ago, 
and somehow one would think that he created mayonnaise in his prime and not in 
his old age. The name probably came from moyeu, the old French word for yolk 
It is almost impossible to say anything about the Mother Egg Sauces that hasn't 
been said before. They, like all sauces, should enhance the flavor of the dish they 


are served with. They should only obtrude when

About the best “hollandaise” I’ve tasted in 
a long time wasn’t that maddeningly temper- 
amental concoction at all, but a sauce made 
of Durkee’s dressing, thinned with a little 
milk and gently heated in a double boiler. 
If it seems too thin, stir in enough mayonnaise to thicken it a 
bit. This makes broccoli the dream vegetable it can be when you 
don’t overcook it! Serve it, for goodness sake, al dente, as the Italians 


say. The combination, chilled, is equally a treat as a summer “cooler.” 


Speaking of Italy, I have invented a salad 
that would probably make an olive complexion 
blanch, but willy-nilly, I call it Malian Salad. 
Season two cans of spaghetti-in-tomato sauce 
with a

tablespoon of Worcestershire, a teaspoon of basil, a teaspoon of 
oregano and a dash of Tabasco, Then soften two envelopes of 
unflavored gelatin in 14 cup of tomato juice. Heat the spaghetti and 
stir in the gelatin until it is thoroughly blended; pour into a ring 
mold and allow to jell. When ready to serve, unmold and fill the 
center with cole slaw made of the greenest cabbage you can find. 
Make it greener with finely chopped green peppers and cucumbers, 
nippier with a sprinkling of fresh onion juice. Toss the mixture 
lightly in a dressing made of oil and vinegar, salt and pepper to 
taste. Keep it tart, and don’t dress to the point of dripping sogginess: 
the slaw should be as crisp as the plink of a mandolin. Nothing in 


the world is as dreary as tired-out cabbage. Buona salute, signora! 





Whilst on my aspic kick, I experimented with 
Lipton’s new dehydrated tomato-soup mix, 
Blend one package of the mix with 114 cups of 
water and an equal amount of tomato juice, 
Soften a package and a half of unflavored gela. 
tin in a little cold water; heat the soup not 
quite to boiling point, mix in the gelatin and pour into a mold to chill, 
Serve with mayonnaise, blended with two heaping tablespoons of 
grated Parmesan to a cup of dressing and a substantial lacing of gar. 
lic. Garnish with the greenest water cress you can lay your hands on, 
his is a pleasant change from the kind of aspic that tastes like 
nothing so much as a hot-water bottle. The same soup mix also makes 
an interesting variation of the now-famous onion-soup-mix, sour. 
cream dip. Simply blend one package of tomato-soup mix with a pint 
of sour cream and add onion-soup mix to taste. You also can do more 
than dip into it: try mixing it with the “stuffing” for stuffed baked 
potatoes. It’s not only surprisingly delicious, but a lovely rosy pink,

* My favorite Italian restaurant fries cheese— 
Mozzarella cheese, and it’s wonderful indeed, 
especially when served with ripe, ripe tomatoes 
and bread sticks that have been brushed with 
melted butter and toasted in the oven. Cut 
the cheese into half-inch-thick slices, roll 

in fine cracker-crumbs, dip in beaten egg, dust with crumbs again, 

then fry in butter to a beautiful golden-brown. Now for the toma- 
toes: slice and arrange them on a pretty platter, then cover them 
with mint leaves and enough French dressing to moisten each slice, 
lop with another layer of tomato slices doused in the same way 
with French dressing, and marinate in the refrigerator for an hour or 
two. This is a meal as good as a trip to the Riviera . . . well, almost, 
In capital letters, we are a Pork-Chop family, 
and this is the way we like them best. Season 
and brown nice, thick loin chops, pouring off 
excess fat. Mix a half-pint of sour cream with 
one can of concentrated beef bouillon and pour 
over the chops. Bake until tender (if more liquid is needed, add 
bouillon diluted with water), sprinkle with parsley and freshily- 


ground pepper. Serve, eat and give thanks for peanut-fed porkers.
